The  Lincoln  National  Life  Foundation 

The  Lincoln  National  Life  Foundation  has,  as  its 
purpose,  the  perpetuating  of  an  active  interest  in  the 
life  and  character  of  Abraham  Lincoln.  Its  ambition  is  to 
kindle  in  every  American  citizen  a  glowing  appreciation  of 
Lincoln,  the  man  of  his  ideals.  The  foundation  was 
organized  in  1928  by  The  Lincoln  National  Life  Insurance 
Company  and  endowed  by  them  in  appreciation  of  the  fact 
that  Robert  T.  Lincoln,  last  surviving  son  of  the  martyred 
president,  granted  this  company  the  use  of  his  father's  name 
and  favorite  photograph.  Ever  since  its  inception,  the 
Foundation  has  been  under  the  direction  of  Dr.  Louis  A. 
Warren,  one  of  our  foremost  Lincolnian  scholars. 

At  this  time  the  Foundation  presents,  as  part  of  its 
work  of  vivifying  the  memory  of  Lincoln,  the  just  completed 
bronze  statue  by  Paul  Manship — "Abraham  Lincoln — The 
Hoosier  Youth."  This  work  of  art,  tremendous  in  its 
undertaking  and  impressive  in  its  simplicity,  is  of  especial 
interest  in  that  it  portrays  not  Lincoln  the  man,  but  Lincoln, 
the  man  in  the  making.  Four  years  of  study,  research  and 
execution  prefaced  the  undertaking  of  this  task.  The  erection 
of  this  statue  in  the  forecourt  of  The  Lincoln  National  Life 
Building  in  Fort  Wayne  assumes  especial  significance  and 
appropriateness  when  one  realizes  that  fourteen  years  of 
Lincoln's  youth  and  early  manhood  were  passed  in  the 
State  of  Indiana  and  that  he  may  therefore  properly  be 
termed  a  Hoosier  Youth. 

The  unveiling  of  this  statue  is  not  alone  of  local  and 
state  interest  but  is  of  national  importance,  since  Lincoln 
perhaps  more  truly  than  any  president,  before  or  since, 
belongs  to  the  entire  people.  The  Lincoln  National  Life 
Foundation  hopes  that  this  event  will  be  regarded  not 
merely  as  the  unveiling  of  one  more  statue  but  rather  that 
it  will  furnish  an  occasion  for  a  pilgrimage  of  appreciation 
and  affection  to  the  memory  of  our  beloved  national  hero — 
Abraham  Lincoln.
